Project Description (Proposed actions, location, and/or consequences).

Hearing to consider a request by Jerry Ambrose and AT&T Mobility for a Conditional Use Permit (DRC2019-00225) to
allow for the construction and operation of a new wireless broadband communications facility consisting of twelve panel
antennas, thirty-six remote radio units (RRUSs), four surge suppressors, two microwave antennas, and associated
equipment and hardware mounted on an 155’-foot tall faux monopine tree. The project also proposes a 64-square-foot
equipment shelter, and a standby diesel generator. The proposed monopine and equipment area would be located within
a fenced 650-square-foot lease area. The proposed project would result in the disturbance of approximately 723 square
feet (including utility trenching and the removal and replacement of three pine trees) on a 7-acre parcel. The proposed
project is within the Rural Residential land use category and is located at 2780 Black Walnut Drive, south of the City of
San Luis Obispo. The site is in the San Luis Bay Inland Sub Area of the San Luis Obispo Planning Area.

The project has the potential to impact Aesthetics, Biological Resources. Mitigation measures have been placed within
each of these sections to address potential impacts and their implementation would reduce impacts to less than
significant levels. Mitigation measure AES-1 through AES-3 addresses standard construction mitigations related to
aesthetics. Mitigation measure BIO-1 through BIO-4 addresses mitigations related to biological resources. With these
measures, the project would not result in significant impacts to aesthetics and biological resources.
